remonstrating with Mary and getting no 
aalisfadion, but n quarrel, mado Iho com- 
plaint. 


Tho respondent was put on Iho stand and 


swore lhat she sold only hop bcer,and never 
sold tho complainant any whiskey, or thai 
she could not remember of having done so. 


After argument of Col. Gilpin for tho ra- 


fipoudor.l,tmd by Mr. City Solicitor Peckham 
for tho prosecution, tho court adjudged Mary 
to bo guilty and sentenced her to pay a fine 
of twenty dollars and to bo imprisoned ten 
days in tho county jail.

Sho saw on a Sunday,

The extensive changes in Iho Central Bap- 


tist church are too familiar to tho public to 
require particular description. Tho change 
from ono main cntrauco lo two IK one o) 
tho greatest improvements that has been 
rnado in. Iho church, whether regarded as a 
matter of convenience or safety. The ar- 
rangements of tho vestibule^are such that 
tbe audience can enter and withdraw with 
ease and rapidity. Tho floor of the vesti- 
bule ia a few eteps lower than the floor of 
tho audience room. There are two short 
flights of stairs leading up to tho main floor, 
and between these is a flight of stairs, seven 
feet 
wide, leading down to 
the vestry. 


Half way down there is a landing on the level 
of which, 
and 
opening onto which, are 


two rooms,of which the one on tho left hand 
will be used as an infant Sunday school 
room, and opens by folding doors into the 
main vestry. The room on tho right hand 
will be used for committees, small meetings, 
eto. 
Returning to the landing and descend- 


ing a few steps the vestry is reached. 
This 


is n light and airy room, 42 by G-l feet, and 
lOi foot high. By digging down the vestry 
has been made higher than it was before, 
but Iho earth has been carted away and the 
ground graded so that the vestry has no 
appearance of being subterranean. 
This 


room will seat four hundred persons. 
Be- 


sides the main entrance, thero is a rear 
entrance which is reached from Clarke street 
by a brick walk on the south side of tho 
church. 


Returning lo tha vestibule and then going 


up four or flvo steps tho main audience room 
is reached. 
This'is G4 feet 5 inches wide 


nnd 05 feet 7 inches long. The Light to tho 
ceiling of tho main portion is twenty sis 
foot. 
Tho ceilings, of the additions on the 


sides of Iho church slope off somewhat. 
In 


front of the pulpit is a platform ono step 
above tho floor. Tho pulpit floor is four 
stops higher Ihttu the platform. 
On this 


pulpit is a &mnll reading desk of black wal 
nut, tha some that has hitherto been used 
except that ash panels havo been added lo il 
to mnko it harmonize with tho trimmings o] 
the church. 
Immediately on tho right o; 


Iho pulpit,—the preacher's right,—is Dr 
Jackson's memorial lablet mounted in i 
frescoed panel. 
On tho other side of thi 


pnlpit is tho organ, with tho choir gallery in 
front of it. 
Tho organ will bo frescoed t< 


match tho church. Tho floor of thochoi: 
gallery is two steps above Iho mninfloor.nnd 
tbe gallery is.closed in by n very Handsome 
bar of blackwalnnt with panels of ash. 


Un each side of the church are four win 


dows of stained glass. 
The glass is in large 


panes and presents drab designs on a whih 
ground. Each window is mullioncd into 
two narrow windows each bordered with 
bright colored glass, bearing a design in 
black, and forming an arch over each hnl 
window. 
At tho top of each window, above 


the union of these arches, Is a design o: 
white on colored glass. 
Beginning on the 


south sido the first window f from Iho wesl 
end has a border of green, and tho design is 
a dovo on a deep red ground. Tbo scconc 
window has a deep red border and is sur- 
mounted by an open Bible on a green 
ground. Tho third has a bluo border, one 
passion flowers and lilies on a red ground. 
Tho last window has an orange border, nuc 
a chalice on a blue ground. On tho north 
side tho windows have tbo sarao colorec 
borders nnd groundu for designs as tho oppo- 
site windows. 
The designs are different. 


Beginning, as before, nt tho west end, they 
aro in turn a lamb, an anchor, n cross and 
crown, and Iho double triangle, emblem at ica! 
of tho Trinity. 
The window on'CJarko 


filrcct, directly opposite tho pulpit, has a 
bluo border, nnd the design is tho wore! 
"Jehovah" in Hobrow letters on a golden 
triangle with"a red back ground. 


Tho colors of tho coiling and walls are 


light, without being glaring. 
Tho walls are 


of a light neutral tint with a greenish oast. 
To tho bight of two or threo feet Above tho 
floor, however, the walls are colored iv dark 
brown, above which is a colored border. 
Thero ia also a border about tho wimlowe. 
Tho ceiling is drab with a border in which 
a deep salmon color and pole bluo aro tho 
predominating colors. These aro varied by 
red lines and flowers and other lint?. 
In- 


stead of the usual perspective of pillnrs, or 
groined arches, the wall back of the pulpit 
in frescoed as a panel to match tlio ceiling. 
On each side, whore the old north and south 
walls stood, nro two square pillnrs, painted 
to match tho sides of tho church. 


The pews will bo of Western ash wilh 


black walnut trimmings. 
Thero will be six 


rown of pows with four nislon, ono against 
iach wall and two in tho body of Iho houso1. 
Tho side pews will bo sot at an auglo. The 
Renting capacity of the floor will bo .*<9i), nnd 
100 persons can bo nccommodnlcd in tho 
free seats iu tho gallery at (ho east end. 
This ninken the capacity of Iho floor 1GO 
larger than it used io be, nnd the total sent- 
ng capacity of tho church 7"» larger. 
Tho 


oarpet which has been selected is of scarlet 
with n light nnd graceful pattern of fancy 
inrvcs in black 
and 
white. Tho pew 


cushions will match tho ground of lha car- 


pot.

This evening, shortly after seven o'clock, 


the congregation of St. Andrew's church, in 
Duane street, corner of City Hall placo,were 
assembled at the evening vespers, which 
were being celebrated by tho EOT. Dr. Car- 
roll of St. Stephen's church. The church was 
well filled, the congregation for tho most part 
consisting of women and children. 
Adjoin- 


ing tho church arc the bare walls of Shaw's 
crockery ware store which was burnt n few 
days ago: Tho high winds which prevailed, 
with tho heavy rain storm, battered against 
thess unsupported walls, and about eight 
o'clock or shortly after the west wall gave 
away under the immense strain upon it and 
went crashing through tho church roof,over 
which it toppled, falling on llio cast gallery 
principally, which at the timo was crowded 
with people, killing some and maiming oth- 
ers. 
Fortunately tho gallery withstood 


tho severe shock, otherwise tho loss of life 
would have been much greater. 
A panic 


seized tho congregation, and they all, as 
with one impulse, made involuntarily for the 
door like a pack of frightened sheep, tramp- 
ling down the weaker and younger persons 
present. 
Somo of the congregation wore 


seized with fright, and many females bocam« 
unconscious and fell senseless whero they 
had been standing in their nows. 


A squad of police and tho firemen from 


Chamber-street station rendered valuable as- 
sistance in recovering the dead and dying 
from underneath tho fabric. Tho ambul- 
lanccs from Park hospital and stretchers 
from tho vacant police stations T?er,e hurried 
to tho scene, nud tho injured were taken to 
tho Park hospital, while tho dead, wore 
either removed to their homes or to tho 
Morgue.
